striker killed in his boots, two others 
dying, and a fourth shot through is 
the result of the battle yesterday at 
Lamont coke 
works. 
There were 
seven 
deDuties on 
one side and 
a mob of strikers on the other. 
Unbiased 
testimony 
is 
th a t 
the 
mob not only provoked but com­ 
pelled the deputies to fire on them, 
after the strikers had compelled them 
to retreat and had fired several shots. 
Four workmen, John Delaney, Oliver 
Attleby, John B ritt, and Jam es Fur­ 
lough, who live a t Leisenrig, have 
been working a t the Frick Coke com­ 
pany's valley works for some time. 
They were captured by strikers and 
observed. 
The deputies were sent by 


jeered a t them . 
The arrival of a coal 
train distracted th e atten tio n of th e 
crowd and the m ilitiam en escaped. 
Sheriff Adams has been appealed to 
to guard the bridges a t Midvale, Strass- 
burg and Dover. 
N early all bridges 
are wood. 
Four deputy sheriffs w ill 
be placed a t each to-night. 
State 
troops are expected here to-night. 
Tw o regim ents w ill be d istributed 
along the ro ad s 
The sheriff arrived in M assillon a t 8 
o’clock la st n ig h t and began to sw ear 
in deputies. 
No coal w ill be moved 
for a tim e, b u t fear is entertained for 
the bridges. 
An engine is in readi­ 
ness to carry guards to th e scene of 
trouble should it arise. 
The m iners of the M assillon d istrict 
have been grow ing m ore restive ever 
since the break in the coal blockade, 
and m et yesterday afternoon a t W est 
Brookfield. 
They m arched in a body 
to M illport, th e ir num bers sw elling 
rapidly as they proceeded. 
A t M ill­ 
port they soon had a crow d of 600 or 
700, and they organized w ith H enry 
M ullen, 
the 
su bdistrict president. 
in the chair, and p u t o u t 'p ick ets to 
keep off 
outsiders. 
Inflam m atory 
speeches w ere m ade and rum ors re ­ 
garding th e purpose of the m eeting 
were scattered, causing a general feel­ 
ing of apprehension. 
The m eeting 
denounced Gov. M cKinley for having 
called out the m iltia. 
A t IO o'clock, 
th e F rick com pany to rescue them .

gan to assem ble on the com mons by 
the hundred. 
T hey engaged in the 
w ildest dem onstrations, and it was 
th o u g h t th a t they then had th e four 
captives vn th eir possession. W hen th e 
deputies were found th e mob raised a 
how l and surrounded them . 
M any of 
th e strik ers had revolvers and all car­ 
ried clubs. 
They moved ag ain st th e 
deputies, w ho retreated under a show er 
of clubs and stones. 
A fter ordering 
th e crow d to disperse the deputies 
opened fire together, and th e strik e rs 
stood to it and fought gam ely. 
The 
first shots w ere fired by them , and 
they fired as coolly and as rap ­ 
idly as did th e deputies, and they k ep t 
closing in on the m en w ho w ere w ork­ 
ing the rifles u n til they w ere driven to 
th e extrem e end of the com pany’s 
ground, w here they m ade a stand. By 
th a t tim e three of the strik ers w ere 
dow n 
and 
several 
others 
were 
wounded. 
T he strikers began a t once to carry 
aw ay th eir wounded. 
The dead m an 
and tw o w ho w ere fatally wounded 
w ere le ft in the road w here they felL 
The num ber of w ounded may n o t be 
know n for several days, as th ey w ill 
be concealed if possible. 
The nam es 
of the dead and w ounded can not be 
learned. 
Nobody b u t the 
strik ers 
knew them , and they refuse to tell 
w ho th e men w ere or give any circum ­ 
stances. 
Sheriff R ichards sent D eputies Rich­ 
ards and Middle haugh to th e scene, 
and ten deputies arrived from Valley 
ab o u t the sam e time. 
The force was 
soon increased to tw enty men, each 
w ith a rifle. 
The la st of the strik ers 
lingering a t a safe distance th en d is­ 
persed, leaving the au th o rities in quiet 
possession. 
No move w as made to 
care for th e wounded. 
L ate a t n ig h t th e tw o Slavs m ost 
seriously w ounded w ere tak en to th e 
cottage hospital a t Connellsville for 
tre a tm e n t 
They are fatally injured, 
being shot through 
the hips. 
Dr. 
Sm ith, who attended them , says they 
can live b u t a short time. 
The sheriff 
an d his attorney w ill ask for a full in­ 
vestigation. 
The deputies identified 
six of the m ole active strik ers in the 
fight and subsequently arrested them . 
T hey are now in ja il to g eth er here. 
A nother detachm ent of deputies was 
a t once form ed to go in search of the 
four men held prisoners by th e strik ­ 
ers. 
B ut n o t a trace of them has been 
seen, and it is feared th a t they have 
been m urdered by th e strik ers in re­ 
venge for the loss of . the m en h u rt in 
th e battle. 
A t 9 o'clock la st n ig h t six more 
strik ers were arrested a t L am ont and 
sen t here to jaiL It is officially stated 
th a t a t least 200 more arrests w ill be 
m ade as the resu lt of the rio tin g and 
kidnaping. 
All over th e south end of 
th e region th e old tu rb u le n t sp irit is 
astir, and it is noticeable th a t the law ­ 
less elem ent is in the saddle now, and 
the conservative leaders and counsel­ 
lors are unheeded 


OHIO MINERS BURN BRIDGES. 


Drive Away Guards and Cause a Call 
for M ilitia to Protect Them. 
M a s s illo n , Ohio, Ju n e l l .—Coal is 
moving into Cleveland as fast as seems 
expedient. 
The g reatest anxiety now 
concerns th e unguarded territo ry be­ 
tw een M assillon and Urichsville, where 
no trouble Aas heretofore been an­ 
ticipated. 
Y esterday 
m orning 
300 
m iners assem bled betw een Midvale 
and New Philadelphia, overpowered 
th e tw o w atchm en a t a trestle bridge, 
and 
set 
fire 
to 
and 
destroyed 
th e 
structure. 
The 
w atchm en 
escaped 
and 
were 
follow ed 
by 
th e mob. w ho sh o t a t them repeatedly. 
A tem porary bridge w as b u ilt afte r 
traffic had been delayed four hours. 
At M assillon an attem p t was m ade to 
destroy one of the obnoxious coal 
trains by the explosion of tw o dyna­ 
m ite cartridges on the bridge over 
New m an's creek. 
The charge was 
sufficient to ha^£ derailed th e engine, 
b u t the explosions took place afte r 
the train had 
passed. 
M iners say 
th a t the m iscreants are n o t strikers, 
as the la tte r understand how to use 
high explosives. 
The noise and shock 
startled the en tire city and have cre­ 
ated a g reat deal of apprehension. Six 
m em bers of a Lim a m ilitary com pany 
arrived here la st n ig h t a t IO o’clock to 
continue south and join th eir regim ent.

—The 
Ohio m ilitia in cam p a t W heeling 
Creek, three m iles w est of the river, 
were fired on by some persons in the 
hills a t frequent intervals last n ig h t 
from m idnight till this m orning and 
in a few cases the sentinels returned 
th e fire, b u t so far as know n no blood­ 
shed resulted. 
T his m ording strik ers 
burned 144 feet of a wooden bridge a t 
Goshen, w est of W heeling Creek. No 
coal could therefore be moved u n til 
the bridge was repaired.

T he Dead Man W as a Good Swimmer 
and a Heroic Comrade W ent to His 
Rescue But Unfortunately Cox's 
Nerve Deserted Him and he Sank 
From Sight. 
Because he lost his nerve athletic 
young Frank Cox drowned at “ Second 
band Bar" yesterday. 
Despite the fact th at he was an ex­ 
pert swimmer and th at William A. 
Kastner, another expert swimmer, was 
doing all he could to help him, he 
died. 
Had he kept cool his body 
would not be lying on the muddy bed 
of the m e r and his parents would 
not be startled by a telegram tilling 
of his death. 
Cox, who was a student in Valen­ 
tine’s school, went in bathing at the 
fatal spot, which has already claimed 
four victims from the school, with a 
party of other students. Among them 
were four good swimmers, Frank Cox, 
the dead man, William A. Kastner, 
Clyde 
Robinson 
and 
Theodore 
Rosmuseen. 
The quartette started to 
awim across the river and Cox was in 
the lead. 
Kastner swam by him and 
when he was a red beyond Cox he 
heard the latter call for help. Kastner 
turned about and returned. 
Cox had 
already gone down once when Ka st­ 
ater reached him. 
“ Help me!" gurgled Cox as a stream 
of w ater flowed down his throat as he 
struggled. 
“ Hold your feet up" commanded 
K astner a6 he grabbed the drowning 
man, “ if you hold your feet up I can 
•ave you." 
Cox tiied feebly to comply but was 
too much excited and worn out by his 
struggles. 
Kastner worked heroically 
to save him but Cox finally seized him 
about the body and both went down 
together. 
Gave Up the Fight aud Died. 
Then Kastner realized that he, too, 
would drown so he broke away. Then 
Cox threw up both his hands and sank 
from sight. 
The struggle began in 
the middle of the stream and by keep­ 
ing ecol Kastner had worked the 
drowning man nearly across when the 
latter lost his head and gave up. 
Kastner’s presence of mind was 
really needed and it did not desert 
him. 
As he, tired from his exertions 
in attem pting to save his comrade, 
felt his feet touch bottom, another 
cry was heard from the river and Rob­ 
inson called th at 
Rosmussen was 
drowning too. 
Kastner did not stop 
an instant but turned and went brave­ 
ly to the rescue for the second time. 
Ju st as he reached Rosmussen, Thom­ 
as Brossingham, a boy who was pass­ 
ing 
in 
a 
boat 
succeeded 
in rescuing Rosmussen, so Kastner’s 
services*were not needed again. Kast­ 
ner was pretty nearly played out by 
his hard struggle, but was very mod­ 
est iu telling his story to a Gazette re­ 
porter this morning. 
“ I could have saved him if he had 
kept cool," Mr. Kastner said, “ but I 
suppose that he was frightened, and 
swallowing the water had weakened 
him so that he could not follow my 
directions, although he attempted to 
s t first." 
Cox Was a Young Giant. 
Cox was an athletic young man six 
feet and two inches tall and weighing 
ing 175 pounds. 
He was twenty-six 
years old, and a good swimmer. 
He 
came to Valentine’s school on April IO 
of this year, his home being at Mount 
Caramel. Indiana. 
His father, Meri- 
deth Cox, resides at Stone’s Crossing, 
Indiana, and Valentine Brothers noti­ 
fied him by telegraph of the accident. 
The work of dragging for the body 
was at once begun, Messrs. Valentine 
giving orders to spare no labor or ex­ 
pense to find it. 
The spot where the 
accident occurred is a dangerous one. 
K astner said this morning that the 
w ater was warm and cold by streaks 
and that a swimmer would feel the 
change in temperature as he moved 
along. 
Many others have met death 
there before but it is still a popular 
swimming place as the water is deep 
enough so that a swimmer can dive 
from the shore. 
Kastner, who made such a good at­ 
tem pt at rescue, is a stalw art look­ 
ing young man of medium height and 
Father thick set. 
Too much cannot be 
said of his coolness and heroism, but 
he could do nothing when the strug­ 
gling man seized him about the body. 
Otherwise he could have rescued Co x 
w ith ease.

Big Tobacco Shed Containing 
Four 
Crops Included in the Loss—Five 
Thousand Dollars the 
Fire Cost, 
and the Insurance Will Be Less 
Than Half. 


“ There is all I have in this world," 
said Edward Brown as he surveyed 
the smoldering ruins of his house, 
barns and tobacco sheds in Harmony, 
just east of Black Hawk grove Sunday 
afternoon. 
The fire had made a clean 
destroying everything. 
There were about one hundred cases 
of tobacco in the shed, much of it be­ 
longing to Mr. Brown, twenty-seven 
cases to Frank L. Smith and Miles 
Kehoe, seven cases to Mrs. Amanda 
Sherman and nine cases to Cal. Jones. 
In the barns were the farming tools, 
mowers, seeders, cultivators, plows, 
two wagons, two] carriages and a 
handsome three year old colt that 
Brown was breaking for E. P. Doty 
of this city. 
A shed containing five 
pigs, grain 
and 
nay was 
wholly 
destroyed. 
The house contained the family fur­ 
niture and wearing apparel, besides a 
complete outfit of household goods of 
Mr. Brown’s mother in-law. 
Every­ 
thing was lost in the flames. 
“ On Friday,” said Mr. Brown, wip­ 
ing the moisture and cinders from his 
eyes, “ I raised three hundred dollars 
to pay my debts. 
I had fifty-seven 
dollars left after paying what I owed, 
and th at little sum was put in a 
bureau drawer yesterday. 
If my wife 
did not take it out this morning when 
she went to town everything has been 
burned and I have not got a cent and 
only the clothes I am weal ing.” 
Nobody Knows How the Fire Started. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 
Mr. Brown left home for the city 
about half-past two o’clock in the af­ 
ternoon. 
The fire was 
discovered 
about 3 o’clock in the rear of the to­ 
bacco shed, and sorn enveloped and 
destroyed every building on the farm, 
the wind being just right to cover all. 
Brown places his loss at about five 
thousand dollars. 
He bas a policy for 
$1900 in the La Prairie company, and 
$800 in the Germania of Freeport, a1 
though this may have expired. 
The fire attracted a large number of 
people, both from the city and sur­ 
rounding farms. 
It was seen by 
Frank Coulter and Con Mooney fifteen 
minutes 
after Brown passed their 
place on his way to town. 
Most 
of 
the men in the neighborhood 
were away at 
the 
ball 
games 
and help was slow in arriving. 
Men 
could do nothing, however, for the 
sheet of flame was blown directly down 
on the honse from the tobacco shed as 
soon as the fire got under headway. 
Ae said before, Mr. and Mrs. Brown 
saved nothing but the clothes on their 
back. 
They stopped last night with 
Mrs. 
Brown’s mother, Mrs. 
Mary 
Donovan, on River street. 
The amount of tobacco stored in the 
burned shed is accounted for by the 
fact th at Brown was exceptionally 
good at handling leaf and had been 
working a sorting gang for several 
months.

Sunday morning to L. C. O’Brien, and 
w as to have been delivered Tuesday.

Dr. Menzies. 
All day and all last 
night the young m an lay In a stupor. 
Today he 
was a trifle better and 
sermed to recognize his wife for the 
fit st time in tw enty four bonn. 
"T here is no possibility of doubt 
th a t a dose of m orphine was taken 
before the gas was turned on,” Dr. 
Menzies declares. 
Locke never carried or used mor­ 
phine and the conclusion th at suicide 
* as attem pted is inevitable. 
The gas 
in the room was probably not turned 
on until Sunday m orning about 
o'clock as three hours exposure to it 
would have been certain death. W hat­ 
ever led to the attem pted suicide, 
therefore, the decision evidently was 
not reached until Sunday morning.

A city of marble 
was 
Cesarea— 
wharves ot marble, houses of marble, 
temples of marble. 
This being the 
ordinary architecture of the place, 
you may imagine something of the 
splendor of Gov. Felix’s residence. 
In 
a room of that palace, floor tesselated, 
windows curtained, 
ceiling fretted, 
the w hole scene affluent with Tyrian 
purple, and statues, and pictures, and 
carvings, sat a v%r3? dark-complexioned 
man by the name of Felix, and beside 
him a woman of extraordinary beauty, 
whom he had stolen by breaking up 
another domestic circle.

Delilah sheared the locks of 
Samson; Salome danced Herod into 
the pit; Drusilla blocked up the way 
to heaven for Felix. 
Yet when I pre­ 
sent the subject now, I fear that some 
of you w ill say, “Not quite y e t Don’t 
be so precipitate in your demands, 
have a few tickets yet that I have to 
use. 
I have a few engagem ents that I 
must keep. 
I want to stay a little 
longer in the whirl of convivialty 
few more guffaws of unclean laughter, 
a few more steps on the road to death, 
and then, sir, I w ill listen to what you 
say. 
‘Go thy way for this time; when 
I have a convenient season, I w ill call 
for thee.* ” 
Another reason why Felix sent Paul 
back to the guard room and adjourned 
this subject was, he was so very busy. 
In ordinary times he found the affairs 
of state absorbing, but those were ex- 


.•Unary times. 
The whole land 
v ripe for insurrection. The Sicarii, 
band of assassins, 
were already 
prowling around the palace, and I 
suppose he thought, “I can’t attend 
to religion while I am so pressed by 
affairs of state.” 
It was business,

that ruined his 
soul, and I suppose there are thou­ 
sands of people who are not children 
of God because they have so much 
business.

If you are looking forward to 
gubernatorial, senatorial or Presiden­ 
tial chair, let me show you your great 
mistake.

She bad found the Naples 
crown somewhat too small for her 
head and greatly coveted the Span­ 
ish one, but in tho end she became 
resigned to her fate, and wore with 
good grace the one which had fallen 
to her lot; it may even be said that 
she did so with no little amount of 
dignity.

C ivil C ases M ay Ile so D ecid ed in M ost 
E uropean C ountries. 
In Scotland, since 1854, it has been 
provided that in civil cases, after 
6ix hours’ deliberation, a verdict of 
three-fourths may be taken. 
And in 
British India the code of criminal 
procedure of 1882 makes a similar 
provision, and goes even so far as to 
declare that after due deliberation 
the opinion of six concurred in by 
the judge, shall prevail 
In most 
countries of Europe trial by jury is 
used only in criminal cases, and in 
France, Italy and Germany a simple 
majority is 
sufficient 
There is 
nothing in the reason of the thing, 
nor in the experience of civilized 
nations, to justify American persis­ 
tence in this rule,says Frank Leslie’s 
Weekly. 
The constitutions of three of our 
states Drovide that in civil action, 
three-fourths of a jury may render a 
verdict; these are California, Nevada 
and Texas. 
In Texas it provides 
that the same rule shall apply to 
criminal cases below the grade of 
felony. 
In Connecticut the law pro­ 
vides that a legal verdict may he ren­ 
dered by any number not less than 
nine in civil cases, where the parties 
shall agree to it in writing before the 
rendition of the verdict. 
In New 
Jersey, in 1882, the house of assembly 
passed a bill providing for similar 
verdicts in civil cases, but it failed 
to become a law. 
But this seems to 
be the extent to which the efforts to 
change the rule of unanimity have 
reached. 
As long ago as 1869 ex- 
Governor Roomer, of Illinois, made 
this suggestion: “A verdict returned 
within six hours should be unani­ 
mous and signed by every juryman; 
after that time and within six hours 
thereafter a verdict signed by eleven 
jurors may be given; after twelve 
hours, and withiu 9ix hours there­ 
after one signed 
by 
ten; 
after 
eighteen hours and within six hours 
thereafter one signed by nine, and 
after twenty-four hours one signed by 
eight may be given.
